AGENCIES FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Last month the Russell Sage Foun: 
dation.published a summary of Its in- 
vestigation, extending over five years, 
into the employment: agency. The 
report-strongly favored the public em- 
ployment .exchange as the 
private. *‘fee- earning '’ employnmrent 
office. A second statement of the 
Foundation urges 4 Federal-State-local 
system as the most feasible form: A 
survey of municipal effort in - this 
field showed that the results are “far 
from satisfactory.’’ This is diplomatic 
for very bad.- The showing of the 
States, twenty-six of which operate 
public employment-offices, is better, 
but “* no miracles have been wrought. _ 
Federal supervision and _ partial “aid 
are “ therefore recommended for the 
States, which are to bear the burden 
of the work, with the municipalities 
cooperating. Federal functions are to 
be under the supervision of a board 
consisting of the Secretaries of Labor, 
Commerce and Agriculture. 

The principal‘argumeént for Federal 
intervention springs from a phase of 
the problem which’ received little at- 
tention when the States first went in 
for labor exchanges a generation ago. 
Then ‘it was a question of protécting 
the job seéker against exploitation by 
the private employment agent. Exces- 
sive fees for jobs or fees for non- 
existent jébs were not uncommon, But 
in the public mind the function of 
adjusting labor; supply to demand 
through judicious distribution has be- 
come more’ important. The fullest 
fitting of men te jobs and jobs to men 
involves nation-wide conditions, 

Against any governmental agency of 
such a nature the political argument 
will always lie; and the Russell Sage 
inyestigators have not side-stepped it. 
Municipal employment agencies have 
functioned “badly because, among 
other reasons, they have tended to go 
in for distributing the wrong kind of 
jobs—namely, political jobs in the em- 
ployment bureaus. lesser. degree 
the same danger holds for State and 
Federal agencies, But inasmuch as 
the, State exchanges have worked 
fairly well in ‘more than half of the 
States, and the role of the Federal 
Government is to be restricted to 

supervisory (and stimulating functions, 
the proposed Federal- -State-local sys- 
tem would involve no Sreater menace 
than already exists.

JURY TRIALS IN CONTEMPT CASES 

During the railway shopmen’s strike 
of 1922 the lower courts .gran 
injunction’ which was, in effect, an 
order to obey. the statute ise 
criminal conspiracies in restraint: of 
trade. This injunction was violated, 
end the violators -demanded a aie 
trial for a case arising out of an 
dustrial , dispute. The courts fs 2 
the jury trial and ptinished for con- 
tempt; but’ now the Supreme Court 
holds that the accused had a right: to 
a jury trial. The Clayton act is de- 
clared constitutional, and does not 
infringe’ upon the jurisdiction of the 
courts. Does it follow tHat there 
must be jury trials in all cases of 
coritempt in industrial disputes? 

The Supreme Court decides that the 
Clayton act is limited to cases in which 
the contempt ‘‘is also a crime in thé 
ordinary sense.’’ The simple ques- 
tion is “‘ whether Congress may re- 
“quire .a trial. by jury upon the de- 
« mand of fhe accused in an indepen- 
“* 4ent proceeding-at law for a crim- 
“{nal contempt, which is also a 
“crime. In criminal contempts, as in 
** criminal cases, the presumption pf 
“innocence obtains. Proof of. guilt 
* must be beyond reasonablé doubt, 
“and the defendant may not be com- 
“ pelled to be a witness against him- 
self.” The-acts which the lower 
courts took notice of*were not com- 
mitted in the presence of the Court. 
The violators of the injunction are not 
acquitted, but the case is sent back 
for proof of their crime satisfactory 
to a jury. Even in England criminal 
contempts are preferably punishable 
after indictment and conviction. The 
crime is against the public, not pri,’ 
marily against the Court:
